Brief 
Against Change in Ruling 
Justice for Californians is 
Declared at Stake 


Stone Urged to Sustain His 
Predecessor’s Opinion 


(EXCLUSIVE DIsPaTCa) 
WASHINGTON, June 20.—Sena- 
tor Samuel -M. Shortridge of Cali- 
fornia today reinforced his recent 
protest against reconsideration of 
former Atty.-Gen. Daugherty’s rul- 
ing on the Califernia community 
property law as applied to Federal 
income and estate taxes, with an 
extended brief appealing to Atty.- 
Gen. Stone not to disturb the status 
of California taxpayers as tixed by 
his predecessor's ruling, and citing 
@ long array of legal opinions sus- 
taining his position. 

The Daugherty opinion, rendered 
March 8, last, upheld ‘the right of 
husbands and wives in California 
to divide the income from colm- 
munity property for income-tax 
purposes. It also ruled on the ap- 
plication of: the Federal estate tax 
the wife's one-half of the com- 
munity property going to her upon 
dissolution of the marriage by 
death or otherwise. , 


MATTER SETTLED 


The action of Atty.-Gen. Stone 
recently in ordering a withdrawal 
of the opinion for further consid- 
eration immediately brought a 
strong oral protest from Senator 
Shortridge in behalf of California 
taxpayers. In supplementing this 
with a written brief today, Senator 
Shortridge took the position. that 
the Daugherty opinion was “res 
adjudicata,” a matter settled, and 
not open to further review.

Treasury; Secretary to Testify

HEADQUARTERS LARGE 

Both the major parties maintain 
permanent headquarters in Wash- 
ington, but for the campaign they 
invariably epen large estabdlish- 
ments in New York and Chicago. 
Four or five floors of a large office 
building do not afford too much 
space for the requirements of a 
national committee and its staff, 
and it is one of the evidences of 
American efficiency in politics as 
well as in business that such 
elaborate headquarters can be 
manned and made to function 
smothly and efficiently within 4 
few short weeks. 

The activities of a national com- 
mittee are directed largely along 
three lines—organization, publicity 
and speaking. The first includes 
the’ machinery that reaches from 
the big headquarters down to the 
individual voter, with State, dis- 
trict, county, and precinct sub- 
sidiaries, and includes campaign 
clubs, special bureaus for first 
voters, foreign-born citizens, labor 
women, etc., and the organization 
that fills the party’s war chest, 
which is in Many respects most 
important of all. 


CONTRIBUTORS WARY 

This year the matter of raising 
money for the national and local 
committees will be more important 
than ever, for recent disclosures 
in Congress have made it certain 
that care must be taken not only 
to the amounts that are raised 
expended, but as to the source 

and size of the contributions. Also 
it is likely that the day of the large 
campaign fund subscription has 
passed, for rich men will hesitate 
to donate big sums, fearing that 
they may be haled before future 
investigating committees and their 
motives questioned or impugned. 
The publicity department of a 
national organization is exactly 
what its name implies and its im- 
portance cannot be overstated. 
Its first task is to prepare and

Neces- 
sarily all this publicity work is ex- 
pensive, for there is no limit to the 
amount of money that can be spent 
legitimately, although much of it 
may be wasted. 


SPEAKERS’ BUREAU 

Through the speakers’ bureau 
the national committee dates and 
‘routes all its spelibinders of na- 
tional reputation, complying as far 
as possible with requests from 
State and loca] committees. Some 
of the speakers are paid for their 
services, but most of them are only 
reimbursed for their traveling ex- 
penses.

Just 
as sturdy, I suppose, are Chickea- 
dee and Tufted Titmouse, those 
delightful little sprites of our 
coldest days. 

In the distance I hear a melan- 
choly call, a blue-bird’s call-—e 
throbbing, sweet call that betrays 
a member of the thrush family. 


And there in the bushes I spy a 


half-dozen hermit thrushes en 
route for Canada, too. It seems as 
though they should linger long 
at the south in order to spare 
their wonderful voices. .

INCOME TAX LAW 


Expert Polsts Out and Explains Important Changes 
In 1924 Act Unfamiliar To the Public 


by the President on June 2, 1924. 


While the act as a whole takes 
effect. upon its enactment unless 
otherwise provided, other provi- 
sions are extensively made. Those 
portions relating to the income tax 
including administrative provisions 


The new gift tax 
is effective on January 1, 1924, but 
the new rates on estate tax do not 


increased exemption provided by 
the new revenue bill are not re- 
troactive prior to January 1, 1924, 
yers who filed returns for 
r a spec provision t- 
ing a fiat reduction of oe ou 
cent on the entire tax tlability. 
This provision applies exclusively 
to individuals, and in those cases 
where taxpayers are paying their 
1923 tax in installments, the bene- 
fit of the 25 per cent reduction can 
be taken when making payment of 
the remaining installments. Where 
the tax has been paid in full, tax- 
. ers will undoubtedly receive a

No change was made in the cor- 
tion tax, the rate still remain- 
at 12% per cent. 


NORMAL TAX RATES 


The norma] tax rates on indi- 
viduals has been reduced from a 
minimum of 4 per cent and @ 
maximum of 8 per cent to a mini- 
mum of 2 per cent and a mazxi- 
mum of 6 pen cent. The previous 
normal tax rates of 4 per cent and 
8 per cent have heen substituted 
by a normal! tax in three brackets: 
2 per cent on the first £4000 in ex- 
cess of exemption; 4 per cent on 
the next $4000, and 6 per cent op 
the remainder of the net income. 
Surtax rates imposed by the 1921 
act are superseded by a reduce 
schedule of rates effective under 
the Revenue Act of 1924. 

The rates apply to net incomes 
in excess of $10,000, beginning at 
1 per cent on such excess and 
increasing on a graduated scaie up 
to 40 per cent on the amount in 
excess of $500,000. 


PERSONAL EXEMPTION 
The personal exemption of 
$1600 for a single person has not 
been changed by the new law. 
Married persons and heads of 
families with net incomes of less 
than $5000 are still granted «a 
credit of $2500 as under the 1921 
act. However, this credit has also 
been extended by the 1924 act to 
persons having net incomes in ex- 
ge of $5000 so that the exomption 
of $2500 now applies in all cases 
regardiegs of the net income. This 
provision benefits taxpayers having 
net incomes of more than $5000 
by allowing them an additional 
credit of $500 as the former law 
ovided for an exemption of only 
2000 where the net income of a 
married person or head of a fam- 
ily exceeded $6000. The law ap-

ceive as credit for personal exemp- 
tion in hie return for 1924 an 
amount of $1750, or one-half of 
each of the different rates of ex- 
emption which applied before and 
after the change in status. ; 
The credit for dependents is 
based upon the status at the end 
of the taxable year and is not pro- 


EARNED INOOMES 

Recognition is given by the new 
statute between earned income 
and that which is derived through 
the employment of capital by al- 
lowing a reduction or credit of the 
computed on earned income 
ithout regard for income from 
other sources. The benefit of this 
reduction, however, is very limited 
and in most cases will amount to 
but a very few dollars while the 
maximum under any circumstances 
cannot exceed $75. This credit is} 
allowed only to individuals and ex- 
cludes both trusts and estates as 


While Congress has undoubtedly 
intended this provision purely as 
a distinction between tax . on 
earned income and that derived 
from other sources, the effect 
seems to be nothing more than an 
indirect and ambiguous reduction 
in the normal tax rates for all 
individuals. That the reduction 
will affect all individuals is ap- 
parent from the fact that at least 
$5000 of the income of every in- 
dividual regardless of its source 
will in all. cases be considered 
earned income under the new stat- 
ute. The method of computing 
the deduction allowable under this 
provision makes the computation 
of tax more complex than ever, as 
a taxpayer having in addition to 
earned income as defined by the 
law, income from the employment! 
of capital or from other sources, 
must first compute the tax on the 
basis of the earned income only| 
and then upon the net income from 
All sources. The deduction of tax 
is 26 per cent of the tax as com- 
puted upon the earned income, but 
is in mo case to exceed 25 per cent 
of the total tax computed on the 
entire net income nor can the re- 
duction in tax in any event exceed 


CAPITAL LOSSES 
A very important feature of the 
new statute is the limitation of 
capita] losses as a deduction from 
gross income. Under the 1921 Act 
there was no limit to the deduc- 
tion permissible for capital losses 
and such losses were included in 
full when arriving at the net in- 
come. The new act limits the 
reduction in tax occasioned by 
capital losses to 12 1-2 per cent 
of the loss and requires that it be 
treated in conjunction with any
